L. A. Wilts. In his death this Hospital has unstained an irre- 
parable loss ; and the State at large one of its brightest minds, 
peculiarly se from his being to the manor born. We beg to sub- 
mit to your Excellency the subjoined annual report of the man- 
agement of the Charity Hospital during the past year, ending 
December 31. 1881. 

We would call your attention to this fact— that strict conomy 

in all things has been our constant aim, without interfering with 
the general usefulness of this noble charity, in the relief aud 
proper rare of the indigent sick, confided to us. 

In proof of the above sre beg to call your especial attention to 
the detailed reports of the iionse Surgeon and other officers of 
the Hospital, accompanying this. 

We .sincerely hope that no material diminution of the revenues 
of (lie Hospital will occur during this current year, for such 
diminution would necessarily require corresponding retrench- 
ment "ti our disbursements, and a proportionate curtailment of 
the benefits expected from the Hospital,

In this connection we beg to state thatthe Board of Admins- 
tratora sincerely regretsa misandfiistandingwhieh arose between 
Board and the Sisters of Charity— who have so long and so 
ably managed the details of oar institution— and whose valuable 
aid no member of the Board for one moment failed to recognize 
and appreciate. 

The Board knowing the growing demand for skilled and eda- 
eated nurses, in our City and State— and seeing the great ad- 
vantages already obtained in Europe, and all the Northern and 
the Western cities of oar Union, by the organization of 
Training Schools for the education of nurses, at once though! of 
Inauguiuting a similar school here, and necessarily the wards 
ofthe Charity Hospital as the proper field for such instruction 
suggested itself. 

With the above sole object En view, and Feeling confident that 
an appreciative community would approve so laudable an object 
the Board endeavored to ihtrodatje such a school in tin* Hospital. 

The Board never intended orthoaghl that then-motives would 
be questioned, or in any way be misinterpreted, but the result 
■showed how much they wore mistaken. 

The misrepresentations and upon assertions, that this, was only 
u move towards underminiug the authority of the Sisters of 
Charity, and ultimately to result in their services being dia 
peosed with in the Hospital, no denial on tfn- pari of the Board, 
nor reiterated disclaimers against any sadh purpose were credited 
hot only engendered more bitter ;<ml widespread opposition. 

Tin- Hoan! without abandoning their nrst conviction that snob 

a school could be established and would never under proper man- 

menl interfere in any manner with the Sisters of Charity, 
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and realizing that they bad the power to introduce the school, 
preferred abandoning all such grounds. 
The Board of Administrators already feel that they can proudly 
...in! to onr present corps of resident students, whose acknowl- 
edged intelligence, devotidh to duty, and i-:i i >!< 1 elevation in pro- 
onal standing pay ajust eomplimenl to the beneficial work- 
of onr rigidly enforced system of competitive examinations, 
I In- Board has also to acknowledge the receipt of $10,000, the 
liberal bequest of the lute John Bumside, also $50U the bequest 
ol the late Oharles E. Schmidt, tin- above bequest equally ap 
predated, the relative discrepancy in amount fully explained 

their widely duTereul financial ability, the objects bi 
equally good. 

The Board hopes al some future time, to make some appro- 
priate memorial acknowledgement to the memory of these good 
men. 

The Board baa no! relinquished their cherished idea of estab- 
lishing children's wards in our Hospital and increasing (he pro- 
•ii tor our colored population, and only waits for means and 
opportunity to effect the same. 

Our Hospital Library is increasing rapidly, and is already a 
most valuable adjunct to onr usefulness as a school. 

Thf Hospital grounds, though unproved, are not yet completed 
mill will require some years to be what they are intended. 

We hope that this report will meet with your approval and 
approbation.

. y out all the improvements contemplated. 
In order tn meet the increased demand for admission by the 
colored population, 1 have found it necessary to assign another 
medical ward to the treatment of that clasa of patients. 

Referring to the Medical Library, established a year ago, I am 

happy to say that the collection of works and periodicals has 

fly increased ; in alluding to this subject I desire to return 

our thanks for the many donations received, a list of the donors 

will be found in this report. 

you will perceive by the report of the Pathologist, the 
house officers an ilt he members of the staff are now furnished 
with reliable information respecting the diseases against which 
ire daily battling. As a means of improving the treatment 
of patients and of perfecting medical education, the value of 
the department cannot l>e over-estimated. 

soon as the condition of our finances will permit, the Hos- 
pital should lie. improved in the following essentials : 

1. The immediate erection or purchase of an additional build- 
ing to remedy the crowded condition of the wards wherein 
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iraes have scarcely one-half the superficial and cubic 
space of air exacted by sanitary science. 1 Uope thai the Board 
of Administrators will see proper to apply the liberal bequest <>t" 
iln- late -lolm Burnside to this must important requirement. 

2. A. system of paid ami responsible nurses is verj much 
needed in tin' male wards; the establishing of such « corps 
wimld Insure much better attention to tlie patients than the 
present system of unpaid nnrses. 

Our privies which permit water and foecal matter to run 
from the vaults into the street gutters are detrimental to public 
health, and we have been called upon by the citj authorities 
:iml Board of Sealth to abate the abominable nuisance; this 

e.in OOlj lie done, aS in the ease of tile large lintels and the I 

tomhonse, by laying a pipe to the river with the necessarj force 
pomps, etc, etc. 
I' The ventilation of the main building should be improved.
